HELSINKI, Jan. 20 (AP). — 
Strong Russian attacks have been 
flung back both on the Karelian 
Isthmus and north of Lake La- 
doga, the Finnisn command's com- 
munique reported today. 

The account of new land suc- 
cesses came as Russian planes 
were ranging over all southern 
Finland, bombing Turku and other 
towns heavily and causing four air 
raid alarms in Helsinki, which, 
however, was not bombed. 

Four times the Russians attacked 
yesterday at Taipale on the Isth- 
mus and lost 40 dead, the com- 
munique said.

POPE TELLS ROOSEVELT HOPE 
FOR PEACE IS SLIGHT NOW

Pius XII in Letter Says 


There Are Stubborn Ob- 
Daily More Difficult to 
Surmount. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP).— 
Pope Pius XII told President 
Roosevelt today that the immediate 
chances for peace were reduced 
to a “slight probability” by “stub- 
born obstacles” which ‘become 
daily more difficult to surmount.” 

The Pope called upon the 
“friends of peace” to “visualize” 
the seriousness of these obstacles. 
and the improbability of cessation 


of war “so long as the present Men Caught on Ladder— 


state of the opposing forces re- 
mains essentially unchanged.” 

These expressions and a hope 
for the eventual attainment of 
peace were made in a letter to the 
President. The letter, made pub- 
lic simultaneously here and in 
Rome, was delivered to the White 
House by Archbishop Cicognani, 
apostolic delegate in Washington. 

It was a reply to a communica- 
tion of Dec: 23 in which Roose- 
velt disclosed he was sending to 
‘the Pope a personal representative, 
Myron C. Taylor, to assist in “our 
parallel endeavors for peace.” 

Act of Solidar’:y. 

It bespoke a “providential help,” 
the Pope said, when the President 
at Christmas time placed himself 
in the vanguard “of those who 
would promote peace” and succor 
the victims of war. 

“It is,” the Pope declared, “an 
exemplary act of fraternal and 
hearty solidarity between the new 
and the old world in defense against 
the chilling breath of aggressive 
and deadly godless and anti-Chris- 
tian tendencies, that threaten to 
dry up the fountain head, whence 
civilization has come and drawn 
its strength.” 

In such circumstances, the Pope 
said, using the plural pronoun as 
in all papal utterances, we shall 
find a special satisfaction” in re- 
ceiving a personal representative 
from Mr, Roosevelt. 

President Roosefelt sent nearly 
identical letters last Christmastime 
to the Pope, to Dr. George A. But~

The text of the Pope’s letter to 


the fighting lasted all day before 
Red Army efforts to recapture posi- 
tions whic hthe Finns had seized 
Thursday were beaten off. 

The destruction of two Russian 
tanks was all that was recorded of 
the battle at Markajarvi, in the 
Salla region above the arctic circle, 
where previous reports said some 
40,000 Russians, retreating toward 
their own frontier, were fighting 
a rearguard action. 

The communique said seven Rus- 
sian bombers were shot down yes- 
terday and that three more prob- 
ably were destroyed. 

Danish newspaper dispatches 
from Tallinn, Estonia, said thou- 
sands of Russians had been frozen 
to death on the Karelian front. In 
some instances depleted Russian 
regiments were merged to main- 
tain numerical strength, the re- 
ports said. 

Unofficial Finnish reports showed 
the great Russian aerial invasion 
has been at heavy cost. These re- 
ports estimated that 204 Soviet 
planes had been down in the first 
seven weeks of war. Finns said 
they cost an average of $200,000 
each. In the same period the Red 
army is reported to have lost 434 
tanks and armored cars, 189 can- 
non, 282 machine guns and 522 lor- 
ries. 


REDS WIPED OUT

Meanwhile, he continued, En- 
gland has been building up its 
strength at home and in the field 
and co-ordinating its efforts with 
France. 

“Our agreements open up a new 
chapter in our history with 
France,” he said. eo 

He repeated what Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain told a radio audi- 
ence early this month that he hoped 
the British-French understanding 
would be broadened and preserved. 

U-Boat Warfare. 

“Meanwhile, Germany has been 
concentrating her efforts on the 
kind of warfare peculiarly her own 
—submarine warfare. Yet in spite 
of this she seems to be gaining lit- 
tle,” he declared, adding: 

“At a time when we hoped hos- 
tilities might be averted the Ger- 
man U-boats were taking up their 
stations along the trade routes to 
prey on our unarmed and helpless 
vessels.” 

But, he said, some 6000 vessels 
have been safely convoyed with the 
loss of only 12. 

He referred to the self-destruc- 
tion of the Graf Spee after the 
British victory off the River Plate, 
and declared the seas were swept 
clear of German shipping. 

“Conscious of her miserable fail- 
wre at sea Germany resorted to 
mine warfare,” he said. “You know 
that mines have caused us great 
losses and worry, but I am happy 
to say that today methods are be- 
ing taken which the Admiralty is 
confident will cope with that men- 
ace successfully.” 

Confident of Victory. 

At another point he said: 

“While it would be dangerous and 
wrong for anyone to underestimate 
the strength of the enemy and the 
extent of the ordeals we must go 
through I am satisfied that victory 
will be ours.”

“Once it became clear that the 
purpose of Germany was the dom- 
ination of non-German peoples, we 
found ourselves once more faced 
by the historic challenge that Eu- 
rope was threatened and no assur- 
ances of Hitler's could remove 
those fears.” 

“I think it is true that the in- 
stincts of our people have always 
made them resist the attempts of 
any one nation to become master 
of Europe. They have always seen 
in such attempts the threat to their 
own liberties and of those of all 
Europe. And I have no doubt that 
the history of the nineteenth cen- 
tury proves them to have been 
right.” 

“No small nation, I believe, has 
ever regarded our sea power as a 
menace to its development,” he 
said. 

But this, he added, was not true 
of Germany's land power, and once 
it began rearming after the World 
War a trembling ran through Eu- 
rope.“ 

“So I think that if the British 
people have been right in opposing 
threats to their liberties in the past 
they are doubly right today.”

The Gavel Club 
letter said: “The new superintend- 
ent must be an educator, not a poli- 
tician.” 

Mrs. Norman M. Windsor, presi- 
dent of the Child Conservation Con- 
ference, insisted that the new ex- 
ecutive should have “no connection 
whatever with those who have been 
in authority,” but should rank high 
in the opinion of educators. 

Report on Temporary Head,

northern fronts.

About a thousand Swedish volun- 
teers are said to be in Finland now,

Finnish - Americans, Norwegian, 
Danes and Italians also are among 
the volunteer ferces. : 

The Swedes are well equipped 
with their own skis, heavy sheep- 
skin coats, guns, trucks and their 
own commanders. At present they 
are housed in barracks in Northern 
Finland. (Presumably the Swedish 
pilots are flying British-made 
planes, owned by Finland.) 

Soviet bombing planes have been 
exceedingly active in Northern Fin- 
land in the last three days, during 
which the writer traveled to this 
town in Western Finland from 
Eastern front. . 

Nearly every town from Lieksa 
north to Rovaniemi has been 
bombed or has seen planes pass 
over it in the last two days.

In contrast to the ordinary easy-going group of 
its kind, the Mayor’s Smoke Eiimination Committee 
seems to be setting something of a record in its in- 
dustrious and persistent pursuit of its objectives.

In its editorial of Nov. 16, the Post-Dispatch men- 
tioned among smokeless fuels gas, oil, coke, petro- 
leum coke and a coke made from Illinois coal known 
as Carbonite or Solarite. The last fuel was men- 
tioned because it meets two of the necessary specifi- 
actions—it is smokeless and it is processed from 
Illinois coal; It fails by far, however, to meet the 
price specification. The present retail price of this 
fuel is completely out of the question for smoke 
elimination purposes. We made this suggestion: 
Let the city approach the miners and manu- 
facturers of all smokeless fuels and offer to 
purchase their fuel by contract over a reasonable 
term of years. Let the miners and manufac- 
turers state their prices and terms. Let the 
city select from these fuels that with the lowest 
price, stressing in these negotiations that this is 
not an ordinary business proposition but one 
calling for vision on the city’s part and the 
absence of a greed for undue profits on the 
sellers’ part. 
The city, in making any contracts with private 
manufacturers or miners for smokeless fuel, should 
give the price ‘question the severest scrutiny. If it 
tries to unload a high-priced fuel on the people, the 
cause of smoke elimination is sunk.

The disclosures in St. Louis’ unspeakable public 
schoo] scandals are ramifying into previously unex- 
plored territory, A major shock had not yet sub- 
sided—that caused by the exposure of Dr. Henry 
J. Gerling as a speculator with funds entrusted to 
him for needy children’s relief—when the public 
encounters a new shock on learning that he had 
paid a broker unconscionably high prices for the 
bonds he purchased. | 
The figures on the outrageous profits made at the 
school funds’ expense by this broker, Festus J. 
Wade Jr., and his admission that no other customer 
of his former firm had to pay such prices, were 
published in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. The 
exposure adds a grimly ironic touch to the sickening 
picture. The trickster, it now appears, was out- 
tricked. The supposedly shrewd manipulator who 
secretly speculated with the children’s relief funds 
is found to have paid double and triple in making 
his “investments.” 5 
Another name is tarnished by the exposures, a 
name long one of the most respected in the city's 
annals. To a disclosure of shocking practices in 
public office is added a disclosure of shocking prac- 
tices in the marts of finance. Is it any wonder 
that the public is becoming dazed by the revelations 
as the probe goes deeper? | 
Now the Board of Education has accepted the 
resignation of Dr. Gerling as Superintendent, and 
has taken control of the six school funds, whose 
records and remaining assets have been turned in 
by Gerling. The secret Children’s Relief Fund, it is 
disclosed, has shrunk from $6000 to $1379. What 
is the next step? Will the board be content simply 
to hold these records until they are handed over 
to a new custodian? Or will it submit them to the 
Circuit Attorney for a searching examination into 
all details of their management? The SEC, mean- 
while, has lost no time in announcing that it will 
look into the Wade-Murphy manipulations, and the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue appears ready to make 
appropriate inquiries as to the income reported by 
those concerned in the deals.

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WILLIAM EDGAR BORAH. 
Integrity and independence were the two great 
virtues that set William Edgar Borah, the Lion of 
Idaho, far above most of his colleagues during his 
33 years in the United States Senate. There were 
times when it was difficult for the Norrises, the 
La Follettes and the Johnsons—the senatorial spirits 
most akin to him—to understand the position he 
took, but never in his long career were his motives 
questioned. 
He displayed this independence on his very en- 
trance to the Senate. The machine Republicans were 
in the saddle then and riding high. They had 
perfunctorily scanned the record of the new mem- 
ber and found that he had prosecuted Haywood, 
Moyer and Pettibone, the I. W. W. leaders accused 
of the death of Gov. Steunenberg. Therefore they 
decided he was “safe” and gave him the chairman- 
ship of the Committee on Education and Labor. 
Never were men so confounded as when he reported 
out bills for an eight-hour day, the creation of the 
Department of Labor, and for an investigation of 
conditions in the steel industry. 
Borah’s greatest triumph came when he, togethe# 
with Hiram Johnson and Henry Cabot Lodge, took 
up the cudgels against President Wilson’s proposal 
that the United States become a member of the 
League of Nations. 
He was an orator in the grand manner. He com- 
manded attention even in a Senate where there 
is scant respect for speech-making. In fact, often 
his only contribution to a cause was an oration. 
He was not, as a rule, one to do the detail work of 
following a bill through the legislative processes. 
But his oratory often captured attention and fanned 
enthusiasm so that a bill was all but passed when 
he sat down after his speech to wipe his brow in 
that studied way of his. 
Borah’s independence has at times been ques- 
tioned. It has been said that he was always a 
Republican on election day. Perhaps that is slightly 
unfair. The classic example, of course, is his break 
with Roosevelt after the former President failed to 
win the nomination from Taft in 1912 and launched 
his Bull Moose campaign.

Francis Biddle’s appointment as Solicitor-General 
has a side which has been insufficiently noticed.

The Court of Appeals ranks next to the Supreme 
Court in our Judicial system. The branch on which 
Mr. Biddle sat at Philadelphia serves Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and Delaware. The important cases 
which come up through it make this one of the im- 
portant courts of the country. 

Yet Mr. Biddle has stepped down from a lifetime 
seat on that court only nine months after taking 
it in order to be the temporary prosecutor of an ad- 
ministration whose continuance in office depends 
on a highly uncertain election within the year.

Nature there shows how feeble 
are the attempts of man to create color.

From where you stand stretches 
a path of rose-colored light, and the sky 
turns from pale blue above to soft shades 
that fade one into the other in a way that 
would be the despair of a painter. 

Are there minerals in the Antarctic?

As for other minerals, on Shackleton's 
first expedition rocks between Cape Ber- 
nacchi and Depot Island on the coast were 
found to be rich in commercial ores.

On Mawson’s expedition it was found that 
the continental glacier, pushing down into 
the sea, had built up a long moraine which 
contained beryl, tourmaline, garnet, mica, 
iron, copper and molybdenum, But where 
it came from is another matter, for its 
source might be buried far inland under 
hundreds of feet of ice. 

So it can be seen that although minerals 
probably exist in Antarctica they are indi- 
cated largely by rocks found in glacial mo- 
raines, and how to get at them and get 
them out economically from a continent so 
isolated as the Antarctic would be a pre- 


HE great task before the American 
coal. is to keep out of this war, Just 
now, war seems to be spreading to the 
Balkans.

No plan, no specific course all thought 
out in advance, no formula of any kind 
will keep us out of war. No President 
can lead us into war against our will. No 
party, no Congress can get us into war 
unless we weakly yield to war's trumpets 
of hate! 

Yet after all, only the sturdy resolution 
of the American people to avoid the con- 
flict will keep us out of war. Moreover, 
we must implement our sturdy resolution 
by an intelligent citizenship. For otherwise 
we shall be swept off our feet by emotions. 
That’s the rub! 

Are we up to it? There is the one seri- 
ous question that breeds fear and doubt 
in the hearts of thoughtful citizens.

Senate Service Embraced Two Cru- 
cial Periods in U. S. History. 
Life-long devotion to cherished 

principles and implacable oppo- 


approved characterized the career 
of William Edgar Borah of Idaho. 

His long service in the Sen- 
ate included two of the most 
crucial periods in American his- 
tory, the World War years and the 
economic upheaval of the early 
1930s. His tenure made him the 
oldest member of the Senate in 
point of service. He was the cham- 
ber’s acknowledged authority on 
constitutional law and, probably, 
its most-feared adversary in de- 
bate. 

He often crusaded against great 
combinations of wealth and indus- 
trial control and championed the 
cause of states’ rights, while in in- 
ternational affairs he tenaciously 
pursued a rigid policy of no foreign 
entanglements. The defeat of ef- 
forts to put the United States into 
the League of Nations and the 
World Court was due in no small 
part to his opposition. 

Although during the New Deal 
administrations Mr. Borah’s minor- 
ity party affiliation reduced his ef- 
fective influence, he always com- 
manded a well-filled chamber when 
he took the floor. He spoke rapidly, 
with curt gestures. He passed his 
hand over his long mane. He was 
often called “the lion of Idaho.” 
Shunned Third Party Movements. 

Politically he held an underlying 
belief in the theory of government 
by party. So while he differed 
often with other Republican lead- 
ers he shunned third party move- 
merits. Instead he tried to swing 
the organization to what he con- 
sidered more liberal views. Always 
he denounced “old guard” leader- 
2 1936, holding to these views 
of party welfare, he asked for the 
presidential nomination. When the 
convention chose Alfred M. Landon 
he said he had “no intention of 
bolting the ticket,” and added:

Early in his senatorship he led 
the fight for the income tax and 
the constitutional amendment that 
permitted it. In 1938 he was in the 
forefront of those who proposed to 
abolish tax exemptions on public 
securities and governmental sal- 
aries. | 


He piloted the bill which created 
the department ot labor and the 
children’s bureau and was a con- 
stant supporter of child labor legis- 
lation. But he opposed the child 
labor amendment to the constitu- 
tion as a violation of state rights. 
In that latter field he joined South- 
ern Senators in helping to defeat 
anti-lynching bills. He believed in 
Federal aid for farmers along cer- 
tain lines and early in his senator- 
ship put through a $20,000,000 ap- 
propriation for reclamation, au- 
thored the three-year homestead 
law and had much Western farm 
land opened to settlement. But he 
assailed the New Deal farm legis- 
lation as a “policy of scarcity.” 

As a minority member of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee he 
helped in 1937 to defeat President 
Roosevelt’s plan for “rejuvenat- 
ing” the Supreme Court. He had 
prepared what might have been one 
of his most important speeches, 
but in the swift turn of events that 
killed the measure his attack nev- 
er was delivered. 

His record embraced credit for 
the constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for direct election of Sena- 
tors. Also he supported the prohi- 
bition amendment, 


His chairmanships, through the 
years, included the committees on 
labor, education, interoceanic ca- 
nals and, in pre-New Deal days, 
the highly important committee on 
foreign relations. This last made 
him a world figure, especially as 
he preached tenaciously a policy 
of isolation and never went abroad 
for “first-hand” information. 


Native of Illinois, 


Born at Fairfield, III., June 29, 
1865, Mr. Borah came of a deeply 
religious stock, His father was a 
Presbyterian and often filled the 
local pulpit in the absence of the 
regular minister. His own youth 
was spent on a farm. He had an 
inclination toward the stage, and 
succeeded in running away from 
home to join a traveling troupe. His 
role was Mare Anthony, but an an- 
gry father cut his career short by 
summarily bringing him back to the 
farm. 
After receiving his early educa- 
tion at the Southern Illinois Acad- 
emy, young Borah moved to Kansas 
and studied law at the University 
of Kansas. Admitted to the bar in 
1889, he practiced at Lyons for 
two years before moving to Boise, 
Idaho. 

He was a candidate for the Sen- 
ate in 1903, but was defeated. Four 
years later he made a second and 
successful effort. 

At the age of 30.Mr. Borah mar- 
ried Miss Mamie McConnell, daugh- 
ter of former Gov. McConnell of 
Idaho, 

Senator Borah had no children. 
Besides his wife, he is survived by 
a sister, Mrs. Mattie Rinard of 
Fairfield, III., and a nephew, Wayne 
G. Borah, a Federal Judge in New 
Orleans. )

Solution to Problem in Higher 
Income, Not by Treasury 
Handouts, He Says. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 20 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt told the White 
House Conference on Children in 
a Democracy last night tha “mere 
handouts from the Federal Treas- 
ury” are not the permanent solu- 
tion to the needs of the American 
child and its family. 

“I agree with you that public 
assistance of many kinds is neces- 
sary,” he said in a discussion of 
the conference report, which rec- 
ommended continued or. increased 
Federal spending in at least 10 
fields, “but I suggest to jou that 
mere grants in aid constitute no 
permanent solution but that we 
should address ourselves to two 
policies: 

“First, to increase the average 
of incomes in the poorer communi- 
ties and areas, anid, second, to an 
insistence that every community 
and area pay taxes in accordance 
with its ability to pay.” 

When Mr. Roosevelt mentioned 
“handouts from the Federal Treas- 
ury,” he turned from his prepared 
text to comment: 

“But I suggest to you that the 
Federal Treasury has some bottom 
to it.” 

Read “Grapes of Wrath.“ 


Departing more frequently and 
more extensively from his text than 
usual Mr. Roosevelt disclosed at 
another point that he had read 
John Steinbeck’s novel, “Grapes of 
Wrath,” the story of the mass mi- 
gration of agricultural workers 
from the dust bowl to California. 

Referring to the Columbia basin 
development, which is to be irrigat- 
ed from Grand Coulee Dam after 
1942, the President said, “I would 
like to see Columbia —§ isin devoted 
to the care of 500,000 members of 
‘Grapes of Wrath“. 

Mr. Roosevelt observed tnat he 
had been saying for years that one- 
third of the nation was ill-housed, 
ill-clothed and ill-fed, und aaded 
that he had been criticised for do- 
ing so. 

“IT have been telling the truth, 
and you people have sustain.d me 
in that statement,” he said, refer- 
ring to the conference’s disclosure 
of economic conditions among the 
poorer families of the nation. 

“By admitting it, we are saying 
that we are going to improve, and 
why shouldn’t we,” he said. 

Failure of School Districts. 

Referring to what he said was 
the failure of many school dist-icts 
and states to “even pay for good 
schools,” the President declared: 

“I would like to put on the front 
page of every newspaper in the 
United States the. most backward 
school districts and the most back- 
ward school states.” 

That's rough treatment,” he 
said, but he added that stich adver- 
tising would get understanding and 
sympathy for those areas in the 
solution of their problems. 

The President referred to the 
fact, somewhat humorously, that he 
was having difficulties with Con- 
gress, which this week eliminated 
three White House agencies from 
the Independent Offices bill. 

“And I think I’m going to win 


out,” the President said with a 
smile, 
„ “Still Much to Do.” 
The President declared, “ade- 


quate national defense calls for 
adequate munitions and imple 
ments of war and, at the same 
time, for educated, healthy and 
happy citizens.” 

“You tell me in effect what I 
have been talking about for many 
years—that we are moving forward 
toward an objective of raising the 
incomes and living conditions of 
the poorest third of our population, 
that we have made some dent on 
the problem, and that most de- 
cidedly we cannot stop and rest 
On our somewhat meager laurels.” 
| It was there that he interjected 
his declaration that “mere grants 
in aid constitute no permanent so- 
lution.” Earlier, he said: 

“After reviewing the record of 
the past 10 years, your conference 
finds that we have definitely im- 
proved our social institutions and 
public services. You conclude, and 
rightly, that to have made prog- 
ress in a period of hardship and 
strain proves that America has 
both strength and courage. But we 
have still much to do. Too many 
children are still living: under con- 
ditions that must be corrected if 
our democracy is to develop to its 
highest capacity.” 

Resettlement of Million. 
Discussing the care of children 
of migratory families, Mr. Roose- 
velt said: “The situation of these 
children who have no homes, and 
can put down no roots in school or 
community, calls for special con- 
sideration. This means in its sim- 
plest terms a program for the per- 
manent resettlement of at least one 
million people—and money spent 
on it, after careful planning, will 
be. returned to. the nation many 
times over in a relatively short 
time. 

“Just as we cannot take care of 
the child apart from his family, so 
his welfare is bound up with other 
institutions that influence his de- 
velopment—the school, the church 
and the agencies which offer use- 
ful and happy activities and inter- 
ests for leisure time.

Basis of Peace. 

“When that day dawns—and we

able to discern the path that 
should be followed who united with 
high political power a clear under- 
standing of the voice of humanity 
along with a sincere reverence for 
the divine precepts of life as found 
in the gospel of Christ.

Heedless of momentary lack 
of success and of the difficulties 
involved, we are continuing to fol- 
low along the path marked out 
for us by our apostolic mission.

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DEER HUNTING DIDOES. 
By Cal Johnson. 
OME sage comments have been sent to us by readers who were in 


the deer-hunting ranks during the past season. 
of them may result in several good hints for next year. It is all 
too easy to forget what has been learned on one hunting trip by the 
time the next one rolls round, but these suggestions are worth an 


effort to hold. 

A high percentage of the deer 
hunters appears to have had the 
good fortune to get meat, but there 
were the usual disappointments. 
The average report that deer are 
plentiful and that in most of our 
deer states the conservation work 
has been good and the laws fair. 

It may surprise some people to 
learn that much of the successful 
hunting was done near sizeable 
towns and not in the far distant 
wilds. One reader who lives in a 
town of 8000 writes that a party 
of seven brought down four bucks 
without ever going r-ore than 10 
miles from home. A year ago they 
didn’t have such good luck and had 
a lot more hardships when they 
went far north and worked the 
wilderness. 

The food supply is the reason for 
results near town. The deer are 


plenty. Again to quote: “Our deer 
had been feeding in back clearings 
and abandoned pastures, and they 
were fat as young heifers.” That's 
the way to get them. Let the other 
fellow have the aged, stringy bucks. 
Another deer hunter wrote that 
he had hunted the more open and 
settled country this year because 
he found plenty of game and was 
taking much less risk than when 
he went into the heavy timber 
In past seasons in the 
deeper woods he had run into too- 
ambitious hunters who had taken 
pot shots at anything moving while 
this year not one took him for fair 
Looks as if he had some- 
thing there. . 
Certainly it is less dangerous to 
hunt in open country, much easier, 
with less risk of getting lost. Land- 
marks are easier to locate, and ac-

BATON ROUGE, La. Jan. 20 
Gov. Earl K. Long copied 
the sensationalism of his late 
brother, Huey, and called the 
Louisiana Legislature into special 
session today as he fought to con- 
tinue the old machine in power. 

Gov. Long’s move came suddenly 
after the forces of Attorney Sam 
Jones of Lake Charles, second to 
Long in Tuesday's gubernatorial 
primary, were strengthened for the 
runoff election Feb. 20 by the sup- 
port of State Senator James A. 
Noe, who was third in the pri- 
mary. 

The Governor signed the call for 
the extra session a few minutes 
before midnight, summoning the 
legislators to convene at 3 p. m. 
for six days to consider 18 specific 
Proposals. 

Among the proposals were repeal 
of a number of the laws Huey Long 
had enacted at rapid-fire special 
sessions in 1934 and 1935. 

Among Long's proposals to the 
Legislature were repel of the 
cent sales tax, opening of State 
bond and tax board records, sep- 
arate million-dollar appropriations 
for lunches for needy scheol chil- 
dren and for social work and au- 
thorization of appropriations for 
unspecified “public purposes.” 

Repeal of two of Huey P. Long’s 
“dictator” laws was suggested. One 
prevents sheriffs, in certain cases, 
from appointing their own depu- 
ties. The other allows the Gover- 
nor to appoint as many members 
of the East Baton Rouge parish 
(Baton Rouge) police jury as there 
are members elected. It was 
through this law that Huey gained 
control of the State government. 

Virtually complete returns from 
the primary gave Long 204,901 votes, 
Jones 138,958 and Noe 104,265. Two 
other candidates’ votes totaled 
49,000.
